KESENTS MINERS SIDE OT QtESTION

Waslilnpton. Oct. 17. — The response 
of John Mitchell, president of the 
JJnited Mine Worken to President 
j^aevelt't notification that he ap- 
liointed a commlailon, has been made 
piibl.c. It informs him of the action 
of the executive boards of districts 1, 
7 and 9, In calling a convention and 
agreeing to recommend unanimously 
the fMumptlon of work and the sub- 
mission of the diffrrcnces hetwefii 
the operators and the mine workers 
of the anthracite coal -flelda to the 
commission. 

The reply expresses confidence thnt 
the convention win Ai^rw to the arhi 
tratlon of the eminent and inipartial 
men, chosen by the president and ex 
presses gratitude to the president for 
his patriotic efforts to bring about an 
honorable settlemr'nt of the strike. 
The reply goes at length into the 
grievances of the miners and con- 
cludes with the expression of the 
hope and belief that from this arbitra* 
flon will romo a "complete satisfac- 
tory and pnmanent solution of the 
troubles whicn vexed the anthracite 
,rfleld from time immorial." 

The dispatch of President Roose- 
velt formally ^otifles Mr. Mitchell of 
the members of the commission and 
urges that the niiiUTs accept the plan 
and return to work without unneces- 
sary delay. 

In his answer Mr. Mitchell states 
that he and the district presidents 
are glad to know that the operators 
have retired from their untenable po- 
sition and would accept a modified 
proposition for the arbitration of the 
coal strike. 

Mr. Mitchell's Answer. 
Fiirther he says: "It will be remem- 
bered that we proposed on Oct S to 
place the whole matter in your hands 
and to accept a vt rdict of a tribunal 
of your own ; i ii ( ;i< ii it will also be 
remembered that the company man- 
agers at that time refused to aocept 
the arbiframenf "f the i)resident of the 
United Slat(>s and preferred that of 
the local oominoii pleas judges. Wo 
proposed to leave everything to you 
without condition or resenratton, hav- 
ing the utmost faith In your impartial- 
ity and good judgment. In their refus- 
al to accept your arbitrament the op- 
erators sought to hold you in part ac- 
tountable fbr the very conditions 
which yoQ were trying to remedy and 
to Instruct you as to your duties con- 
cerning them. Eight (lays later they 
again appeared before you dropping 
the common pleas Judge and propos- 
Ihg to abide by the verdict of a tribu- 
aal appointed by you, but attempting 
to prrseribe witliin fixi'd iind narrow 
limits the character and vocation of 
the men you were to name. To this 
l^roposition, as the operators made it, 
were unalterably opposed. First, 
because our respect for you as a man 
and our Ideas as to what is due to the 
dignity of your office demanded that 
WO Should not be a party to a request 
of yon to accept this great responsl 
bility accompanied l)y detailed and im 
pertinent restrictions as to the man 
ner In which you should meet it; sec 
OBd, because careful analysis of their 
propotltloa disclosed to as, as It did 
to you and the public, that the re- 
strictions were too narrow and to en' 
able yeu to secure under them a well 
balanced and thoroughly impartial 
tribunal." 

Mr. Mitchell says that if the offer 
of arbitration made six months ago 
by the miners had been accepted 
there would have been no strike. The 
motives of the leaden of the organi< 
ration have been Impunged and he 
states that while he forgives the op- 
erators for false arcusutions, he In- 
sists they were groundless. The ob- 
ject of the organization is to secure, 
says Mr. MitQkell, better conditions 
for both operators and miners, a fair 
division of i)r(ifii.M. and an amicable 
relation between employers and em' 
ployes. 



OBinOISE HAGUE TBIBUIAL

City of Mexico, Oct. 17.— EI Templo 
clerical daily paper here commenting 
tharply on the decision from The 
Hague tribunal In the matter of the 
Pius fund, says the court might have 
condemned Mexico to pay an amoun 
which would have ruined her without 
kesltatioa. and parodying the cele 
brated phrase, "Let nations perish 
but let principles survive," as if the 
future of the country were to be sub 
ordinated to the. prejudices of four 
old men buried in their studiea and 
who do not know through how many 
years of self-sacriflce Mexico has had 
to pass to accumulate the sum in 
question, which is intended to use to 
give increased impetua to ita pro 
gress, but which by a stroke of the 
pen it is forced to deliver to California 
bishops, who as the arljltrators well 
know will employ it in anything but 
Improvement of the unfortunate In- 
dians in wboae behalf they have 
claimed It." 

El Imporcial, a Liberal morning pa 
per, comments at length on tl.e deci 
sion, which it says proves that the 
arbitrators were, though highly re 
speetable, not superhuman, although 
they made a significantly meritorious 
effort to be impartial in declaring the 
interest must be paid in silver. 



Claim Fever Suspects Hid. ' 

Guayaquil, Ecuador, Oct. 17, — A con- 
flict between the Pacliic Steam Navi- 
gation company and the board of 
health here, the latter having refused 
to permit the sailing of the ^ eamer 
Guati timla for I'anama unless the 
company pays the fine which was Im 
posed on fbur of its steamers, because 
as alleged, the company deceived the 
board Ijy biding yellow f<'ver cases on 
the vessel in question. Tlie company 
has issued a protest r< f'isi s to pay 
the fine and has notified the govern- 
ment that It will elalnulTBO daily aa 
damages for the steamer's detention, 
without prejudice to other claims 
which it may make for daaiagea on 
other grounds. 



Insanity Expert Stricken. 

C!oIumbua, O.. Oct 17.— Dr. Eugene 
O. Carpenter, lupermtendent of Co- 
lumbus state hospital, and one of the 
best known Insanity experts in the 
state, was stricken by apoplexj. He 
is in a precarious condition. 

Fur Robbery. 
Olerelaad, Oct. 1 7.— Burglars raided 
the fur store of W. Banks, and took 
away practically the entire stock ot 
goods In the place. The itolea fun 
were valued at t5,U00. 



Compulsory Use of Pure Coffee. 
New York, Oct. 17. — The Interna- 
tional Coffee commission in session 
here recommends that all government 
producing and consuming countries 
shall cause the compulsory use of 
pure coffee In the ariiih s and iiavi. s; 
establish demonstrating depots and 
prohibit the sale of adulterated coffee 
and of substitutes bearing the name 
of coffee, and in case this prohibition 
cannot bo enforeed, that a heavy duty 
be imposed on such articles. Keports 
were submitted by delegates from the 
various South American oountries and 
Mexico dealing with the cultivation 
and marketing of their coffee crops. 

On Board the Cincinnati. 

Port-au-Prlnce, Haiti, Oct. 17.— The 
report that M. Firmin, tlie revolution- 
ary leader, had embarked on the Unit- 
ed States cruiser Cincinnati, la con- 
firmed. The troops of the provisional 
government surround Oonaives, the 
headquarters of the nv<diitlonists. 
The Cinrinnati. the French cruiser 
D'Assa.s and the (icrnian cruiser Felke 
are off Oonaives for the protection of 
foreign Interests. It is hoped that 
the rovolutfiinisfs will surren<ler Oo- 
naives and thus save the town from 
the damage and loss of life which 
must result if the government troops 
are compelled to attack the place. 

Situation Under Control. 
Constantinople, Oct. 17.— The mili- 
tary authorities at MItrovltze, Al- 
bania, have secured complete coiilrol 
of the situation. They have captured 
Chief Issa Iloljeflnaz, who. with his 
followers, recently tore up the rail- 
road between MItrovltza and Vuchi- 
tln and annotinced his determination 
not to allow the newly-appointed Rus- 
sian consul to take up his duties at 
the former place. The chief has been 
taken to Salonlca under enoort The 
Albanians at Mitrovitsa and in its 
neighborhood have been disarmed and 
the Russian consul will opcupy hia of- 
fice shortly.

SNOOTS TWO MEN, THEN SUICIDES. 



U'illlatnC. Turner, Alleged I>efauUer, 
lutUotly Kills Ills AMOtlates 
Sends Hiillet Into 
HU UrMlu. 



New York, Oct. 17.— William C. 
Turner shot and killed Albert Hamil- 
ton of Pittsburg and W. J. Mallard in 

the office of the law firm ot Cantor, 
Adams and Mclntyre. and then com- 
mitted suicide. Turner van at one 
time treasurer ot the Climax Bottling 
company, in which the other two men 

were interested and t!iey had met to 
effect a settlement growing out of an 
alleged defalcation on the part of 
Turner. During the conference a 
heated discussion arose and Turner, 
drawing a revolver, killed Hamilton 
and then turning the weaiKin upon 
himself, committed suicide. Turner 
came from Mt. Vernon, New York, 

Turner was also president of the 
bottling company and It la alleged 
that he was a defaulter to the sum of 
$5,000 In his arcoiitits and he met his 
victims by appointment to effect a set- 
tlement. A member of the law Arm 
In whose office the shooting occurred, 
that the three had been In conference. 
Turner said: "Well, here's a check 
for $5,000." With that he put his hand 
in his pocket, flashed out a revolver 
and fired point-blank at Hallard. Ham 
llton made a Jump for Turner and 
grappled with him, but Turner suc- 
ceeded in turning his revolver on 
Hamilton and killed him. Before any 
one could get into the room the mur- 
derer killed himself. 

Turner had told of what the ex- 
perts had found in his arruunts and 
was informed that he would have to 
settle or be prosecuted by law. Sev- 
eral conferences were held between 
the law firm nn<\ Turner, in whirh 
Mr. .Mclntyre, who Is tli.. ex-assistant 
district attorii' \ . ''h u ;im active part. 
Turner at last agreed to pay the 
money and a meeting was arranged in 
the lawyer's off.ce. When Turner ar- 
rived he asked for Mclntyre, who was 
out. .-Xfier a short tall<. Turner said 
that he had a check with him, but it 
was not certified. He then said he 
would get It certified and would brint* 
It to the office. Prevlou.s to the shwt 
ing there was a loiii; conference, 
which, it is believed, was very un- 
pleasant on both sides. Ijiwyer Lef- 
entrltt. Turner's counsel, who was 
also present, finally turned around 
and asked Turner for the check. 
Turner replied that he would produce 
It, but instead, drew the revolver. He 
then fired two shots, killing Mallard 
almost Instantly. No one who was in 
In the room could tell how Hamilton 
was shot. From the position of his 
body. It would appear that he tried to 
stop Turner's purpose to kill. He 
also was shot in the head. Turner 
then placed the revolver in his right 
ear and pulled the trigger. His death 
was Instantaneous. 

Was Popularly Known. 
Atlanta, Ga., Oct. 17.— W. J. Mal- 
lard was one of the best known young 
men in Atlanta. He was prominent 
in real estate, political and social cir- 
cles, the son of a well known lawyer, 
and a man of many friends. He was 
pn sldent of the Young .Men's Demo- 
cratic league at the time Yt^iUlam Jen 
ninga Bryan visited Atlanta. 



TREATT BEQUEST DEHIEOi

Considered Vi-ry liiiprobable. 
Vienna, Oct 17.— The Austria Hun- 
garian foreign office entirely discred- 
its the report telegraphed from Buch- 
arest, Romania, to the London Dally 
Mail that Russia has proimsed to 
Torkey a revival of L nklar Skelessi 
treaty of 1833. which established a 
Russian allianoe, under the terms of 
which the government of Turkey un- 
dertook at Russia's request to i-xclude 
in time of war all loreign waisliips 
from the Hlack sea. which Russia un 
dertook at Turkey's request to fur- 
nish her aid by land and sea if neces 
■ary. It Is pointed out at the foreign 
offlee here that all the Knropean pow- 
ers are conceriKd in the existing 
treaties governing the passage of the 
Dardenellee by foreign warships and 
that it is impossible for Russia to 
modify them without the consent of 
the co siiTnators 

The .Austrian ambassador at Con- 
stantinople ^bas also assured the for- 
eign oiDce in this city that no political 
matters were diseuBsed during the 
visit of the sultan of the Grand Duke 
Nichols of Russia, who is said to have 
made the itroposltlon referred tO. 

Government's Crop Summary. 
Washington, Oct. 17.— The depart- 
ment of agriculture's summary of the 
crops of the world shows that owing 
to the remarkably cool and wet sum- 
mer, experienced throughout a consid- 
erable part of Europe, the harvest of 
1902 is one of the latest on record. 
The promise of abundant yield, there- 
fore, has been only partly fulfilled in 
Kurope, allowing for grain gathered 
in a (lamageil condition and for that 
actii.iiiy spoiled. In cases of bread 
and grains there will be a demand 
among millers in the countries so suf- 
fering for good, dry u-rain to mix with 
the home product. The seml-ofllcial 
Russian estimate makes the wheat, 
rye, barley and oats crop of that coun- 
try not only larger than In 1901, but 
exceeding the average for the five 
years 1896-1900. Throughout about 
four-fifths of the German empire har- 
vesting was delayed by frequent rains 
and there was still much grain in the 
fields in the middle of September. The 
Austrian oflUclal figures say that 
wheat and barley are gooil average 
crojis; while rye is only medium to 
good medium. From Hungary, the of- 
ficial report received at the depart- 
ment here shows that maize has suf- 
fered from drouth in some districts. 

Wright Cannot Vote. 

Washington. Oct. 17.— Carroll D. 
Wri.^'ht as recorder of the coniinis.-iion 
to arbitrati- the anthracite coal mine 
trouido will not have a vote. The fol- 
lowing unaufhoriutlve statement is 
made: "The commission is so consti- 
tuted that It will require a two-thirds 
vote to settle any juiint ujxjn which 
there is a dispute. That means that 
Colonel Wright is not to be regarded 
as a member of the commission in 
passing upon que.-;iloiis at l.ssue be- 
fore It." An otiiclal of the war de- 
partment with a great deal of experi- 
ence said: "In all military boards 
and courts the recorder has no vote, 
hut he Is the man who runs the 
board." Colonel Wright will keej) the 
records, summon wimi-. < < ;irrv

— Secretary 
Shaw has telegraphed instructions 
from Chicago to the treasury depart- 
ment to give notice that he will i>ur- 
chase for the sinliing fund Saturday 
any United States four per cent bonds 
of the loan of 1925 and pay for them 
at the rate at 137% and interest to 
date of purchase. The department will 
also accejit the honil'; of the same Is- 
sue until the close of business Mon- 
day, Oct. 2H. and pay therefore as of 
Saturday. This will give an oppor* 
tunlty to any one to sell at the same 
price who may not be able to make 
iinmediato delivery. Bonds may be 
presented to the treasury department, 
division of loans and currency or at 
the office of the assistant treasurer of 
the United States at Chicago and New 
York. 

In thl.^ connection the department 
makes the announcement that Secre- 
tary Shaw, when he was in Washing- 
ton last Monday, secured the option 
on $.'>.ooo oon of four per cent bonds of 
a- i::s Mat and this offer has 
been acct'iited. 

Will Release $20,000,000. 

Chicago. Oct. 17.— Sicrftary of the 
Treasury Shaw was at the Auditorium 
hotel, and in referring to the treas- 
ury offer to purchase United States 
bonds, as annotmced from Washing- 
ton, said that th<^ purchase will aggre- 
gate at hast $1.' 11(10,000 face value, 
whicli will release a lltth? over |20,- 
0(10,000. What few bonds there are 
held either by trust estates that would 
not be released at any jirice, or by 
those who need neither the money nor 
the interest and prefer to hold the 
government securities. So soon as 
the govmmnt bcoms a purchasr, pric- 
es advance. Condltons which have 
made the purchase of bonds advisable 
are by no ne'.-uis hx al. The Septem- 
ber statement revealed the fact that 
the banks of Lincoln, Neb., which 
should have had 25 per cut reserve, 
had less than 19 per cent and the 
UvaU^ of I) s Moi-i.s. which should 
have had per cent, had less than 20 
per cent. While the money for the 
bonds has gone largely to eastern 
holders, it will very naturally find its 
way into all channels ^f trade."

AN OBJECT LESSON IN TARIFF 
ROBERY. 
Senator Harris, of Kansas, recently re- 
turned from a trip to Europe. While in 

London he found in a eboc etore exactly 
the same American-made shoe which he 
buys here. In paying for it he was sur- 
prieed to learn tliat it was just L'O per 
cent, cheaper than the home price. The 
Senator bought an extre pair of the 
shoes and will wear them during the 
rest of the campaign. Ue believes the 
exhibit will prove a practical and un- 
answerable Democratic argument against 
tbe present tariff. "Kverytliing of Amer- 
ican make is cheaper abroad than in this 
country," said tbe Senator. "My work for 
tbe St. Louie Exposition took me to all 
tbe (treat Htui'k farms, and I was par- 
ticular to ask what tbe Englishmen paid 
for American farming machinery, pitch- 
forks, hatchets and other necesHariee of 
farm management, and I found that they 
paid a great deal less than I am forced to 
pay in Kansas City for the same articles. 
It seems a very great injustice and im- 
pobition for American citizens to be 
forced to pay such high piices here, 
when foreigners secure the same things 
at a much lower rate. 

"It is the high tariff that is to blame. 
The American manufacturer says that 
he must be protected against the for- 
eigner. This is not true. He has noth- 
ing to fear from tbe foreign manufacturer, 
because lie i-' PuecesHdilly invadiiii.' the 
foreign market. Neither is it true that 
the American goods which are sold 
abroad are surploa. The American manu- 
facturer is selling hi8 goods at a fair 
profit abroad and at a tremendous pro- 
fit at borne. What is the remedy ? It 
seems to me that it would he very easy 
to lower the tariff, and that would give 
tbe .American consumer an opportunity 
to purchase American goods at a decent 
price, and, if necessary, th^ American 
manufacturer could raise the pi ice slight- 
ly abroad. Something, however, ought 
to be done. The pretent condUion of affnh i' 
ii not jutt lo pie Amerieau oontumer, and I 
don't beliere the American eonmmer ic/V/ 
tituiid it iinicli loiiijir.
